Assemblymen Think It Is Sufficient to 
Justify Better Returns. 


City Chemist Teichmann stated that his 
report of the analysis of samples of river 
water, made last November, showed that 
there were traces of nitrates and nitrites in 
the water, but there was no unusual excess. 

He said further: I wish to add that 1 
am heartily in favor of the con- 
tinuance of these investigations upon the 
basis suggested by Health Commissioner 
Dr. Homan, and believe that in view of the 
grave importance of 
should be rendered avaliable for the most 
comprehensive ‘scientific researches possible 
in this instance. After stating in his re- 
port to the Board of Health that it is a re- 
markable fact that the amount of chlorides 
in the Illinols River is twice as great 
as good drinking water should con- 
tain, he says these chiorides may de 
duetoa saline subsoll,and then he urges 
the board to order further samples to de 
taken to ascertain whatis the real cause of 
the pollution ofthe river water. 

Nearly 53,000 has been spent to fit up a 
laboratory for the City Chemist. He receives 


$2,500a year and has an assistant at $1,200 
per year, with p janitor to look atter the of- 


fice and make himself generally useful. 

If, following Dr. Teichmann’s suggestion, 
fuuds are to be apprupriated to make the 
most comprehensive, scientific researches,’’ 
the question has been asked, what are the 
duties or the City Chemist? 


The board of Health authorized him to go 
uptheriverandtake samples. There was 
no Hufit ce on the number 
of samples to be taken and the plea 
now I that a sufficient number 
wore hot taken to reach any definite and sat- 
isfactory conclusions. 

At the end of the first year of its existence

COUNTERFEITS IN PLENTY. 


St. Louis Overrun wir Spurious Coin— 
Weak Case Against Fientye. 


John Flentye, who was arrested yesterday 
on suspicion of being implicated with the 
Dunaway gang of counterfeiters, was taken 
before United States Commissioner Craw- 
ford to-day, but the hearing was 
postponed until Friday at 11 a. m. 
Flentye was released on a $200 bond, fur- 
nished by his employers, Meyer & Co., who 
have a can factory at Third street and Clark 
avenue. They give him a very good 
name, and the authorities are 
not sanguine or making a case 
against him. Flentye lives at 506 South 
Broadway, and the authorities suspected 
him on account of his alleged intimacy with 
Dunaway. Asearch of Flentye’s house did 
not reveal anything. 

The Federal officials say that never before 
has there beenso much spurious coin afloat 
in St. Louis. Grocers and mervhants of 
every sort come to them almost 
every day and say: **This is a 
counterfeit that I took in yesterday. In 
almost all instances the victims could not re- 
call who had passed the money on them, 
Only to-day persons from the Madison race 
track caine in with two counterfeit 
silver dollars. The execution was excellent, 
and would deceive many men inthe rush of 
business. Ihe material used was block tin 
and antimony. The theory is that a gang of 
coinmakers has located itself in this vicinity 
and on account of the prevalent distress, has 
haa no trouble in securing men to pass its 
manufactured money.

CARPENTER WE r. CONRAD 8SUICIDED 
TO GIVE HIS DAUGHTER INSURANCE. 


He Could Not Get Employment, Though 
a Good Mechanic and Well Ac- 
qQuainted, So He Decided to Save His 
Girl From Starva ton by Giving Her 
His Legion of Honor Death Benefit— 
Two Very Pathetic Stories That Ap- 
peal to Every Heart. 


I've been all day trying to find a place for 
our little babies,’’ wrote Mrs. Kittie Goss to 
her husband Harry, who died at Kaehter’s 
Exchange Hotel, just across from the 
Morgue, yesterday because he could 
not find employment, though he sought 
it faithfully and was weil equipped 
for clerical la bor. His little wife had gone 
from Reedsburg to Chicago on borrowed 
money and was trying to finda home for her 
children before looking for work herself. 

He had written her in the throes of despair. 

% God, Kittie!’’ said his letter, ‘‘it 
seems 80 hard to leave you 
when there is so much work in this 
country.“ But though it may be here he 
could not find it. And yet he was as bright 
and active as most men. 

There is no doubt that Harry Goss and his 
wife were honest, willing persons, loving anc 
battling Ute's battle as best they could. 

This letter from the wife shows them as 
they are: 

THE WIFE‘S TERRIBLE STRAITS. 
REEDSBURG, Dec. 14, 1893. 
My Dear Husband: 

Veur letter just received and hasten to reply. 
Now, my dear, something must be done, if not, you 
know I must do something myself. And what can 
do, situated as lam, with these two babies? It would 
break my heart to part with them. Don't think one 
moment, my dear, that lam censuring you. I know 
you are doing the Dest you can, but don’t fall to 
write me every day. we were only together I 
probably would not feel as [ do; but as 1 snid before, 
something will have to be donesoon.

THE BRAZILIAN FLEETS.

Minister Mendonra Expetts to See Mello 
and Da Gams Crashed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 10.—Minister 
Mendonca, the Brazilian Minister, in an in- 


| terview to-day talked freely with your cor- 


respondent on the possibilities of the war in 
Brazil. Senor Mendon¢a thinks that Mello 
and Da Gama will be ert by the com · 
bined fleet of nr a soon as the 
ships get together sail. for Rio, 
He has information that the Riachuelo and 
Benjamin Constant have already left Toulon 
and are steaming for Pernambuco. Under 
favorable conditions they should reach their 
destination within sixteen days. At Per- 
nambuco the ships will be met by the Nic- 
theroy, the America, the Aurora and eight 
torpedo boats. Before the ships reach Fer- 
nambuco the Pirating will have: made that 
port. When last heard from on the 3d of 
this month, the Pirating was at Martinique 
ready tosail. Twoadditional torpedo boats 
purchased by Brazil in Germany are on their 
way to Pernambuco, and their arrival is 
dally expected. 

It is not generally Known that Peixoto has, 
in addition to the above mentioned vessels, 
seven efficient ships—three cruisers and four 
gunboats. Such is the fact, Minister Men- 
donca says. At 2% point between Para and 
Maceno are the FP rst of March and the Par- 
nahiba, cruissrs, and the Cabedello Bracon- 
not and the Guarani, gundoats. At Monte- 
video are the Tiradantesand the Bahia. Min- 
ister Mendonca has réceived information 
that the fatter two ssels were at sea 
practicing with their Dagteries. The officers 
and men of these sern ships are loyal to 
Peixoto. The vesseis Wal shortly join the 
rendezvous at Pernam@uco with the other 
ships of the royal fleet. Admiral Duarto, one 
of Brazil’s bravest aud best officers, will 
command the fleet. The Admiral is now on 
board the Nictheroy, which he has made his 
flagship. ' 

Minister Mendonca beliéves that as soon as 
all the vessels of the loyal fleet have come to- 
gether Admiral Duarto will devote a few 
days to squadron exercises, and thereafter 
go in search of the fieets of Mello and Da 
Gama. Minister Mendomea expects that the 
engagement will be a hot and decisive one, 
and that with the Riachuejo to take care of 
the Aquidaban there is Very reason to look 
for the success of Peixote’s squadron. 

Minister Mendonca corfects an erroneous 
impression as to the number of officers and 
men of the Brazilian Navy who have fotnea 
the rebels. He says there were 120 officers of 
various grades inthe navy. Of these only 


thirty-eight have joined che insurgents. Of 
the 5,000 men in the navy, less than 
2.000 are under Mello’s command. The rest 
are either loyal or neutral. The Minister 
also gave an interesting account of the num- 
ber and classes of fortifications in the city 
and harbor of Rio, and the number and dis- 
position of the forces attached tothem. In 
the list he included thé vessels in the inner 
harbor under command Of Da Gama and 
those outside in command of Mello. It was 
something of a surprise to learn that Peixoto 
possessed two strong forts on shore armed 
with many Krupp and Armstron 
guns. The forts are Castle Hill an 
Sambento. Senhor Me ca said that they 
are situated on two separate hilis, or spurs 
of the mountains, whith are only a short 
distance from the water. The Custom- house, 
against which Da Gama‘’s machine guns 
fire has fecently been _@irected, and the 
commercial part of Rid? between and 
under the forts. The ts command 
the harbor frerfectly fre eons can 
„De trained—epon the m ‘forts and 
ships. Under the agreement of Oct. 6, made 
between Peixoto and the foreign naval com- 
manders at Rio, Castle Hill and Sambento 
have kept silent. They will remain 80, 
Minister Mendonca said, as long as Mello and 
Da Gama respect their part of the agreement 
not to fire on the city. 

Inthe Government forts and in the city 
proper Peixoto has about5,000 regulars and 
9,000 militiamen on duty. In Nictheroy there 
are 2,000 regulars. Opposed to ,this force 
Mello has two forts in the harbor, Villegaig- 
nonand Cobras. At the beginning of the 
rebellion Viliegaignon wasa strong fortress. 
It has been considerably damaged by the fire 
from the Government batteries, and 
its efficiency almost destroyed. It 
has only about 800 men, a number of whom, 
owing to wounds and sickness, are unfit for 
service. It was this fort that Da Gama held 
asaneutral station until he joined Mello’s 
cause. Cobras Island tis a fortress uf the 
masonry type, and could be readily knocked 
to pleces with modern artillery, such as that 
in Castie Hill and Sambento.Cobras has 600 
men. In the inner harbor Da Gama has the 
Tamavdore, the Trajano and the Guanabara, 
two small gunboats, three converted mer- 
chant ships and anumber of steam launches. 
The Tamavdore, the flagship, has only half 
of her battery on board, and only one of her 
bollers is in a serviceable condition, Outside 
of Rio, Mello has the Aquidaban, flagship; 
the Republica and three converted merchant- 
men. The Mintster's latest advices from Rio 
say that Mello’s ships are now at Santa 
Catharina, about 600 miles south of Rio. 


Peixoto’s Resignation. 

PARIS, Jan. 10.—The Matin says that the 
news published in Paris yesterday to the 
effect that President Peixoto of Brazil had 
resigned was founded on a dispatch an- 
nouncing tuts fact which was received at the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

The Brazilian Minister here had declared 
that he did not believe the report to be true, 
and Senor Guanabara, the Brazilian Govern- 
ment delegate in Europe, is quoted as saying 
that there was nothing in the latest dis- 
patches which he had received which would 
turnish ground forthe belief that the report 
was true.

VAILLANT MUST DIE. 


The Paris Bomb-Thrower Sentenced to 
Death—Sparnish Anarchists, 


PARIS, Jan. 10.—The trial of Auguste Vall- 
lant, the Anarchist, who on Dec. 9 last 
threw tbe bomb which exploded in the 
Chamber of Deputies, was commenced to- 
day. Just previous to the trial a report was 
circulated that a bomb with a burned fuse 
was found outside the court. 

The Pulace of Justice, in which the trial 
took place, was surrounded by guards and 
nobody was allowed to pass through their 
ranks unless presenting a pass, and not then 
until their identity had been fully estab- 
ished. 

The court was thronged with people when 
Vaillant was brought in at noon, closely 
guarded by policemen. The opening pro- 
ceedings were of a purely formal nature. 

At the conclusion of the trial Vaillant was 
edjudged guilty and sentence of death pro- 
nounced. 

Replying to questions, and particularly in 
answer to one put by the presiding judge, 
Vaillant said that he conceived the 
idea of blowing up the Chamber 
of Deputies while he was at Cho 
Le Roi, and admitted that he obtained the 
money with which he purchased the ma- 
terials for making his bomb from the results 
of a theft.

THE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE STORE 
LAW QUESTIONED. 


She Claims That the Assessment Levied 
Against Her Property on Evans 
Avenue for Street Improvement Is 
Illegal — Points Urged Against the 
Stone Law—Civil Court News. 


Leverett Bell, as attorney for Julia Mur- 
nane, securedan order from Judge Fisher 
this morning, which will, in all probability, 
openupavery long and bitter fight. The 
order secured directs the city of St, Louis 
and the Heman Construction Co, to appear 
in Court Room No. 2 at 10 o’clock next Friday 
morning and show cause why they should not 
be restrained from going on with the work of 
reconstructing Evans avenue, from Taylor 
avenue to Pendleton avenue. The point 
raised by the applicant is that the new Stone 
bill passed by the last Legislature is illegal 
in a great many respects, and the reason for 
making the present test is that it is thought 
that the assessment against the property of 
Julia Murnane is too high and exceeds the 
2% percent limit fixed by the charter. The 
Murnane property occupies 651x125 feet 
on the southeast corner of Taylor 
and Evans avenues and was assessed 
for the improvement along with other prop- 
ertyonEvans avenue. The value of this 
property, as given on the books of the Asses- 
sor is $840. 

The cost ofthe improvement of the street, 
according tothe contract between the city 
and the Heman company, will be $12, 744.50, 
or $3.7506 per foot forthe property on Evans 
avenue. Of this sem $463.76 Is assessed 
against the Murnane property, which is 
$259. 76 over and above the 2 per 
cent limit fixed by the city 
charter. The new work, however, 
is Deing done under the Stone bill which was 
approved dy the Governor on March 14, 1893, 
and which provides that the entire cost of 
grading and improvements shall be assessed

DECLINE OF THE SOD-HOUSRE. 


One of the Features of Prairie Life Fast 
Passing Away. 

From the Washington Post. ö 

The sod-house of the Kansas and Ne- 
braska plains is following the buffalo and an- 
telope info tis land of legends,’’ said Will- 
lam F. Arbuckle of Topeka yesterday toa 
group of acquaintances at the Arlington. 
A good many of the queer structures are 
still standing and in some instances are yet 
used as human habitations, but most of them 


are utilized as stables for horses or cattle 
and are slowly crumbling away to become 
ap ee ge in their ortginal earth. 
When I first went West, years ago, my father 
took up the acres as faras his eye could reach 
in what is now Eastern Nebraska. There 
was not a tree in sight of the Knoll he had se- 
lected asthe spot upon which his residence 
should be erected, and the nearest place 
where lumber could be secured was sixty 
milesaway. He put up a small tent in which 
to cook and eat; the family slept in the wag- 
ons;and with my brothers and the hired 
man to help set about making a house. 

»The thick sod was cut from the prairie in 
slabs about two feet wide by three in length, 
and on the side of the Knoll, where the ex- 
cavation had been made, these slabs were 
placed one ontop ofthe other until the re- 
quired height was reached. It was arduous 
work, and [remember what a lot of excite- 
ment there was when my father and my 
brother Dent started off early one morning 
to go afterthe ridge pole and rafters that 
were to support the roof, They took only 
the running gear of our small wagon, and I 
cried like a good fellow when they started 
off, because I thought they had broken up 
my new vehicle. 

Ther were gone nearly a week, and 
reached home in the middie of one night 
after their journey of 120 miles. 3 nad 
brought a long, round piece of timber, like a 
slender telegraph 122 with numerous other 
smaller pleces, andmy mother nearly hada 
fit of delight when they proudly displayed a 
door and two window sashes, with a bundle 
of glass for the latter. The was great re- 
joicing when that ridge pole was put in place 
and the rafters run down from it to rest on 
the sod walls, anithen came the laborious 
task of putting on the sod roof so that it 
wonld keep out the rain and snow. 

„At last it was completed and we moved 
in. The house had four rooms, which was 
unusual for such structures and its two win- 
dows soon made it known allover that sec- 
tion of the West as the ‘Shack With the Glass 
Eyes.” There never was a more com- 
rortable building erected than a sod house. 
They are not at all damp, as one would a 
pose, and are as warm as you could desire in 
winter, while in summerthey are the most 
Gelightfully cool places imaginable. But 
they are rapidly disappearing now, and 
where you see one you aresureto find near 
ita modern cottage with its windmill, just 
as you do out at our place.“

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SMCX* PREVENTION. 


Having seen in the Louisville Post dia- 
grams and descriptions of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH smoke-consuming device, Mayor

Sunday Post-Dispatch Views Contain 
Splendid Pictures of the Ruined Peri- 
style, Colonnade and Other Bulldings 
Deck Numbers on Hand—How to Get 
Them. 


Many thousands throughout the country 
read with sorrow In the telegraph columns 
of the newspapers the partial destraction by 
fre of the grand Peristyle, Casino, Music 
Hall and part of the Liberal Arts Building at 
the World’s Fair grounds Monday. 

doomed to destruction in a short while, it 
was sad news for the milifons of visftors to 
the Fair to learn that the majestic piles had 
been devoured by flames, and that 
the airy Peristyle, the graceful Colon- 
nade and the many statues representing 
eloquence, music, navigation, fisherman, In- 
dian and arts were a heap of rulns, or were 
resting on the bottom of the lake. The 
hopes ofthose who fancled the Kxposition 
managers would soon decide to hold a fair 
again this summer, were shattered, It there 
ever was any ground on which to base 
such hopes, the fire has certainly caused 
them to vanish, The Court of Honor, over 
which poets raved and which awed the 
visitors with its grandeur, has been rnined. 
Without the Peristyle and Colonnade the 
court will have lost its charm, Instead ofs 
the eye looking upon a marble white 
construction of columns arrested ia the con- 
ter by a peristyle upon which wasthe famous 
quadriga, representing Columbus coming 
from the East to meet the Goddess of 
the West, there is now an unbroxen view of 
the lake over a mass of blackened ruins. 

THB THIRD PICTURE. 

The third photograph in the first book of 
World's Fair series of views, now being dis- 
tributed to the readers of the SuNDaY Post- 
DISPATCH, is a Splendid picture of the Peri- 
Style as it was at the opening of 
the Fair. In the description of this 
wonderful and artistic piece of work, which 
accompanies the picture, the writer says: 
Tals magnificent colonnade takes its name 
from a projected peristyle of columns that 
was to have encircied the harbor of the Fafr, 
but was happily abandoned for this simpler 
and more eautiful form. Through this 
portal came all visitors by lake, and it was 
by this entrance alone that the architecture 
of the Exposition could be effectively judged. 
The colonnade in which this portal was 
centrally placed, contained forty-eight 
Corinthian columns and connected kae

It willl be noted that 
other explorers besides Columbus are 
honored in this classic structure. The cost 
of the Peristyle, Music Hall and Casino was 
$200,000 and the architect was C. B. Atwood of 
Chicago.

FR. CORRIGAN DEAD. 


————— 


Rendered Famous by His Dispute With 
Bishop Wigger. 

NRW Tonk, Jan. 10.—Rev. Patrick Corrigen, 
pastor of the Church of Our Lady of Grace in 
Hoboken, died at the rectory on Willow ave- 
nue at 8:45 p. m. yesterday from theeffects of 
bronchial pneumonia. Fr. Corrigan was 59 
years old and was born in Ardmore, County 


Langford, Ireland. He came to this country 
when 18 years of age, his father engaging in 
the furniture business. 

At that time Fr. Kelly, a brother of Eugene 
Kelly, was pastor of old st. Peter’s Church 
in Jersey City and took a great interest in 
the lad, who displayed much piety and 
brightness. It was under Fr. Kelly’s care 
that be entered the priesthood. 

Fr. Corrigan had the reputation of being 
very aggressive and sometimes quarrelsome- 
His first real fight was with Bishop Wigger 
when he issued a pamphlet advocating 
very vigorously a complete change in 
the mannerof appointing bishops. Bishop 
W 44 ordered the pamphlet suppressed 

then the fight began. Fr. Corrigan was

of heart, and the fall text 
of the Hawallan Provisional Gov- 
ermment’s refusal to accede to President 
Cleveland’s request. It is said unofficially 
that when this report arrives the full advices 
will be made public, but thatthe dispatches 
Already received are too meager to supply 
accurate information as to what has hap- 
pened since the arrival in Honolulu of the 
Corwin on Dec. 11. This statement is de- 
cidediy at Variance with the report that the 
cipher dispatch received atthe State De- 
partment on Friday was fully 1. 500 words 
long, requiring several hours for translation. 

At all events it is probable that Mr. Cleve- 
land will’send a special message to Congress 
to-morrow, in connection with which the 
written report of Minister Willis will be ap- 
pended. It is suggested, even by the Presi- 
dent’s supporters, that he cannot too quickly 
for the good of his party and the country as 
well, lay all the facts in his possession before 


Congress. 

The Administration is beginning to feel 
the tremendous pressure exerted not 
only by public men here, but by the 
press of the country, for full information 
regarding the acts of the American 
Minister at Honolulu. It is declared 
even by the Administration’s stanchest 
supporters in the House and Senate that 
the policy of secrecy has aroused much oppo- 
gition tothe Administration’s plans, which 
would not have arisen had they been fully 
understood at the time it was attempted to 
put them in operation. There is much criti- 
cism, especially of the orders which have re- 
quired the revenue cutter Corwin to sneak up 
and down the coast to prevent information as 
to the situation on the islands from being 


brought ashore. There is much impatience
